DIRECTIONS 



HOW TO USE BEHLEN'S 
ANILINE STAINS: 

WATER SOLUBLE STAINS: 

Dissolve 4 to 6 ounces of powder, accord- 
ing to shade required, in 1 gallon of 
boiling water. (Stain should not be 
cooked.) Pour powder gradually into the 
boiling water. Stir well until all dissolved. 

ALCOHOL SOLUBLE STAINS: 

Dissolve 4 to 6 ounces of powder, accord- 
ing to shade required, in 1 gallon alcohol. 
(WOOD ALCOHOL PREFERABLE.) Pour 
powder in gradually. Stir well until it 
is all thoroughly dissolved and strain 
through Cheese Cloth. 

OIL SOLUBLE STAINS: 

Oil stains take slightly longer to dissolve 
and should get a little more time than 
Alcohol or Water Stains. The best sol- 
vent for all powders is Benzole; — Tur- 
pentine, Benzine or a Turpentine substi- 
tute can also be used as solvents. Use 
about the same proportions as water or 
alcohol stains. In order to give the stain 
a binder add a little linseed oil or varnish. 
A little dryer will also help considerably 
the drying quality of the stain.
